SainT FRANCIS was an Apo=- 
{tle , as ſent by Chrifts Vicar with 
title of Nuncius Apoſtolicus, to 
preach the Goſpell to the Indians; 
in ten yeares he ran over all the 
Eaſt, making above a hundred 
thouſand miles. He revived that 
taith , Saint Thomas the Apoſtle 
had there before taught ; then for- 
telling , that when the ſea ſhould 
come vp to that Croſle, {which he 
erected ) as it did when S. Xaves 


rivs enterd thoſe parts,then ſhould |

ready taught them. He converted 


| many hundred thouſands of iinfi- 


dells; with ſ{cverall Kings,Queens 
and Princes, He threw down the 
temples of Mahomet , and of the 
Idols , whereof he broke forty 
thouſand. He ereted innumerable 
Churches, baptized with his own 
handabove a million and two hun- 
dred thouſand perſons. He was the 
firſt that ever preach'd to ſeverall 
nations and iſlands, and particular=- 
ly Iapony , which contains three- 
{core and fix Kingdoms : and de- 
ſigning to convert that great Eme= 
pire of China, dyed in £ way in 
the Ifland of Sanciano. You ſee 
how well is verified that prophecy 
of a holy Nunne his ſiſter, that 
defircd her Father to let him con= 


_- tinue his ſtudics , for he ſhould 


prove a great Apoſtle of the In- 
dies, S. Hicrome appearing to him

at Vicentia ny him the like;|_ 
thewing him the Indies, and what 
fruit he was to reap there. Our 
Saviour himſelf,declared the ſame, 
the Saint in Rome often hearing 
thoſe words. * Aveſſel of eledion 
is this man ynto me: For I will shew 
him how great things he muſt- ſuffer 
'for my name, Repreſenting to him 
with all an Indian weeping , 
and lamenting his owne and his 
whole countries woefull condi- 
tion , begging help and comfort 
ſrom him ; which he moſt graci= 
ouſly & plentifully did afterwards 
beſtow for the {pace of ten yeares 
vpon the whole Eaſt. 

He was alſo a Prophet fore= 
telling things to come and far di- 
ſttant,and knowing the very ſecre- | 
teſt thoughts of mans hart, in ſo 
much that at the ſame time the

done , he in the Indies publiſhed 
and executed their orders , and 
with that certainty that once in a 
publick ſermon from the pulpit,” 
he exactly related the ſucces and | 
circumſtances of a battle , which 
in that very nick ' of time was 
foug ht between the Aceni and the 
Chriſtians , above three thouſand 
miles diſtant from the place where 
he then preached ; as by ſtrickt 
examination afterwards was found- 
to be true. This forctelling future 
things grew ſo cuſtomary to him, 
that he was ſcarce called any thing 
wherevpon a moſt

He was not = aun; of Phi. 
loſophie at Paris, but alſo teacher 
of the Divine wiſdome in the In 
dies , preaching the Goſpel to all 
ſorts of people ; confuting in {cve- 
rall publick diſputs the Brackmans 
of the Indians , the Imany of the 
Turks, the Bonzi of the Taponi- 
ans (all falſe preachers of Idolatry) 
with that fame and renowne that 
a Pagan came ſix thouſan(] miles 
only to heare his deArine , whoſe 
worth is {i ficicntly made known 


by the ſanity of his own life | 


and of theſe his diſciples Gaſpar 
Berzeus, Coſmo Torres , Antonio 
Criminale the firſt that was mare- 
tyred there,and many others of his 
order, and even by the children he 
nurſed vp in this holy doctrine , 


who became great preachers , and 


wrought many miracles, caſt out | 


divels, curcd diſeaſes, threw down 


idols : E

idols ; and finaily by the fix hun« 
dred martyrs in the Iſland of Ma= 
nar and infinite others of Iapony 
and the Indics that were all his 
diſciples. 

The fourth gift of vertues,mea= 
ning that which adorns the ſoul, 
was in him_moſt admirable. His 
love of God is ſufficiently known 
all the world over , ſo farr from 
being biaſed by any ſelf intereſt , 
that ſeing in aviſion all the labour 
he was to vndergo, he cried out, 
Amplius Domine, Amplius; More Lord, 
More ; and at another time having 
a taſt of divine conſolations to that 
degree >, as he diſowned himſelf 
any further capable of receiving 
them, he ſaid , Satis eft Domine , 
ſatis eſt, It is enough , Lord , it is 6 
mough. Such was his charity , that 
he went to preach the Goſpel to 
the infadels bare foot , trampling

ypon thorns, loaded with a little 
furniture for Maſfie , and ſome 
few pious bookes ; provided only 
with a ſpare quantity of rice ; 
waiting-vpon others, running at 
their horſes heeles , to haſten 
the ſooner to the converting of 
ſouls; allways out of himſelf with 
the love of God ; ſuffering ſo 
many misfortunes at {ca by tem« 

eſts and frequent ſhip-wracks , 
thrice finking vnder the {hp ; 
always in dangers and troubles, 
croſl:s and afflidtions, Pcrſecuted 
by Infidels , theeves , Divels, 
falſe Bretheren, lad in derifion , 
{coffed at, and moſt barbarouſly 
misvſed by thoſe he had been 
moſt charitable and beneficial vn= 
to. Beaten moſt cruelly by the 
wicked ip'rits, and moleſted: with 
their tempytations, Threatned to 
be murdered by cut throats: by 
Ldulas 
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[dolatours held for a mad man even 
in the court of the King of Aman- 
ucci where they reviled him with 
curſes, coverd him with durt,over- 
whelmed him with ſtones , and 
treacherouſly layd ſnares to take 
away his life ; often endeavouring 
to poy{on him ; twice giving him 


into the hands of aſſaſſinats to be 
| diſpatched. Being ſtoned by the 


Gentils of the iſland of Moro , he 
made his cſ{cape over a broad river 
by the means of a great timber 
beam which he handled and turned 
like a little wand. How often did he 
give his life ſor Chriſt > When he 
attended thoſe that were infeted 
with the plague; when he vpbrai- 
ded their infidelity to the very 
Gentils ready armed with ſtones 
to kill him; when in ſpite of prin= 
ces and prieſts he threw down theig 
Idols ; when he alone reliſted a 
whole

whole army of Badapa , that in 
fury intended to oppres the Chri. 
ſtians; when he intrufted himſelf 
going into Tapony in a ſmall boat, 
to pirats infamous for killing pal- 
ſcngers; when he entred the Iſland 
of Moro , where they eat manz 
fleſh ; when he went to China, 
where it was death for any to en» 
ter. So much did he love God and 
his neighbour, but contemned and 
made himſelf moſt deſpicable, ex- 
ercifing all ſeverity imaginable v- 
pon his tender fleſh. A Man that 
was ſo nobly borne, of the race cf 
the kings of? Navarre,and honoured 
with the title of Nuncius Apoſto- 
licus, kneeled to every poore and 
ordinary prieſt , to kiſle his hand; 
making and deeming himſelf a 
ſlave to all : in the ſhips, inns, 
hoſpitalls , ſerving the very mea- 
ncft beggar and baſeſt ſervants ; 
looking

| looking after their horſes , ſweep- 
| ing their chambers , wathing

their durty linnen and veſſels ; ex- 
crciſing the loweſt offices , even 
cleanſing their ſors and wounds , 
with that charity and victory of 
himſclf, as to ſupp vp the water 
wherwith he had wathed one that 
had a leprofic, and another time to 
ſuck out the putrefation and 
matter ofa moſt loathfome ſore, I 
omitt his other vertues.He eat only 
once a day , and then only a little 
burnt rice , and often nothing for 
four, five, {ix and ſeven days togea= 
ther: His drinke was water ; he 
was cloathed with a haireſhirt , 
wore. one ſingle garment of black 
canvais all patched, His flcep 
was cither at land vpon the bare 
ground,or the cables on ſhip board: 
His penance fo rigid and auſtere. 
that he fainted often thro his faſt- 
ings

ings and ſeverc diſciplines, wher: ſti 


with he tore his tender and inno. 
cent body. If by vertue you meane 
miracles, he wrought infinite, In 
the fire, ſtopping it with his bare 


word when a kouſe was actuall 


burning. In the aire, driving away 


the plague from Malaca with the 
ſweet ſavour of his dead corps : and 
making it raine ſtones and aſhes 
vpon the City of Tolo , rebelling 
from Chriſt and the Portug heſe , 


which filling vp the ditches and 


demoliſhing the walls,forced them 
toa ſurrender, In thc water, allay= 
ing tempeſts, {wcetning ſalt water 
by the figne of the croſle or d:pp- 


ing his foot therein. In the carrth 


cauſing earth quakes. In his owne 
body raiſing it in the aire , preſcr= 
ving it incorruptand in the flower 
of virginity , evcr free frem the 
leaſt motion of concupiſcence. He

JRill lived tho amongſt ſo many 
[ſnares , diſeaſcs , labours , plagues 
and poyſons,even without the leaft 
IrjinfeRion or hurt,vntouched,& af-

Ilime,and moift and wet carth. The 
very beaſts obeyed him; a lobſter 
1]brought to: ſhore his crofſe that 
had fallen into the ſea, The Divells

ach'd there, the carth ſhaking and 
opening , hideous crics and ſcricks 
of Divels were heard , that fled.

He was no leſs famous for the 


£fh gift of curing diſcaſes, Wits|, 


nes Father Francis Perez Refour 
then of the Colledge of Malaca, 
who vpon the point of gaſping was 
pertely cured by Saint Francis 
embracing him : he that he hcaled 
of his wounds by only carrying 


him vpon his back : That Leper, 


wholc ſoarcs he cured with only 
walhing them. Witnes alſo the 
Bishop of Malaca , who defiring a 
ſummary of all the miracles the 
Saint had wrought , and finding 
after ſtrickt examination eight 
hundred only in his own Dioces, 
ceaſed to proſecute his firſt 
thoughts deſpairing ever toreckon 
them.Let the Indies confes and ace 
knowledge his power in this point, 
where not he in his own perſon 
only , but his hair, girdle , beads, 
the very pulpit he preachedin, the 
lamps

amps that burn before his sbrine, 
he water wherin was dipped only 
2 medda] of his , even his very 
ſhaddow (which is yet more won- 
derfull ) cured many diſcaſes. Let 
him anſwer for himſclf ; he can 
ecſtific that in an inſtant,by praicr 
he was healed of thoſe moſt dan« 
gerous inciſions mortall of theme 
bs and beyond the art of man, 
as the ſurgeons confeſſed ; cauſed 
by little cords, wherwith, out of 
to much fervour , he had girded 
his thighs and armes, B— 
This is inconfiderable if come 
pared to his power of raiſing the 
dead. Beſides many others it is au« 
thentically proved that five and 
twenty have obcycd his call; ſome 
as they were carried to theire pra 
ves, others having been buried ſe= 
veral days , refreſhing hereby the 
memory of Chriſt's own ations.

A Deſperate gameſter that had 
loſt all he had in the world,cncou- 
raged by the Saint to try to mend 
his condition, recovered his looſes 
and withall obtained the conver- 
ſion of his ſoul, which was the 
Saints only aime.

B Y purity of mind is not only 
vaderſtood innocency of lite , 
burallo a right intcntion of doing 
all our actions purely for the 
Glory of God and for no other 
end, 

How great was this purity in 
Saint Francis >. The ſole aime of 
his immenſe labours was the Glory 
of God , not ſceking any thing 
elſe either in his voyages by the 
E| moſt dangerous ſeas of Europe, 
C4 Aſia 
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Aſia,and Africa, or journies by land 
I may ſay through both worlds, 
Or in his moſt troubleſome preach- 
ing, but that God ſhould be known 
praiſed and glorified. Jn a word, 
a:l he ſuffered ({ which as Francis 
Manſilla a great while companion 
to the Saint, {aid is not to be corye 


ceived how muchit was) wasonly, 


for the Glory of God , never re« 
garding any the leaſt privat in-= 
tereſt, 

' The reward of his labours was 
a moſt ſublime degree of ſanity 
which he arrived vnto, whereby 
afrerwards he deſerved ſuch a 


| Glory in Heaven, and received ſo 


many favours here on carth. 
And our Saviour to ſhew how 
pleaſing bis labours were to him 
wrought that continual miracle , 
that in his Fathers houſe a Cruci- 
fix {weat bloud every time the 


Salas. 
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Saint was in any diſicult cntcte 
priſe or ſuffering. 

Examen yourſclf, Devout ſoul,

But by purity of body is chiefly 
vnderſtood the vertue of chaſtity,

He excelled ſo much in this vere 
tue , that as long as he lived he 
preſerved the lily of his Virginity 
vnſtained, and therefore is genes 
rally painted with one. And which 
is yet more to be admired, he pre- 
ſerved it moſt pure even livingin 


the world, amongſt rt he deights 


Cy 1 and 
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and enticements of his own 
houſe , in the heat of his young 
blood , and liberty of rhe ſtudents 
of the Vnivegſity of Paris , where 
he lived , and even in the moſt 
licentious and looſe manners of 
the Mahometans and: Gentils , 
with whome he converſed ſo many 
years. 

_ Godrewarded this his Angelical 
purity , with the incorruption of 
his body after his death , and with: 
infinite other miracles. For George 
Alvarez having buried it in quick 
Iime that bemight the eaſter carric 
his bones from Sanciano (the J{land 
where he died) to Goa, after three 
months found it as intire, as if 
newly buried ; and which is more 
the body being cut bled as freſh 
as if alive. | 

This miracle extended it {elf | 
alſo to his cloths. which were pre- 
: | ſerved. 
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ſerved from receiving any harm 
from the lime , which naturally 
would have conſumed both. 

The body alſo ſent out a moſt 
fragrant odour , far ſurpaſſing any 
in t)is world, The carrying the 
body through Malaca , freed it 
from a moft deſperate and infec 
tious plague, And when it was 
brought to Goa , the miracle of 


irs incorruption did no lefſe con - 


tinue , for ſ{everall times it bled a 
freſh, and even to this day ( being 
now above a hundred years) ceaſes 
not, the body being as incorrupt 


' as ever, Every one may ealily ſee 


how he behaveth himſelf in this 
vertue , according to his ſtate and

; Ccording to Saint Bernard, 
humility is a contempt of 
ones owne worth ; according to 
Saint Thomas , it is a vertue whee 
reby a man knowing his owne 
defes and imperfections , keeps 
himſelf within his own bounds, in 
a low degree. 

SainT FrRANCi1s practiſed this 
vertue in a moſt perte&t manner 
towards all ſorts of perſons. For 
tho he was born of the race of the 
Kings of Navarte , by office Nun- 
clus 
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cius Apoſtolicus , and beſides en. 


dowed with moſt rare talents off 


nature and learniug , yet he hum. 
bled himſelf below all, when cver 
it was for the preater glory of 
God. He writ to SaixT I6Na- 
T1vs his Superiour always vpon 
his knees. # 
He anſwered a friend of his 
who examined him concerning 
a dead child he had raiſed in the 
coaſt of Comorino, with all humi- 
lity , as it were confounded : I 
raiſe the dead to life > And can 
you beleive ſuch a thing of me, 
ſuch a great ſinneras Iam? «© 
In a word all his life! is full of 
examples of his moſt profound 
humility , and was held for ſuch 
over all Spain , Iraly , France, 
Portugal , India , Iapony , and 
innumerable other Countries , 
wherein he exerciſed this vertue 
im 
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in diverſe ways , and in a moſt 


 perfet degree , with the poor, 


priſoners , children , ſlaves , ſoul- 
diers, ſeamen, and what not > And 
this in a moſt abje& 8 contemp- 
tible manner , chooſing for his. 
lodging the Hoſpitals , for his 
dorhs courſe canvais , and for his 
meat dry bread, burnt rice ,zand 
Me like. 

But God ordered. it ſo, that the 
more he humbled and debaſed 
himſelf, the more he ſhould be 
eſtecmed by others. 

Hence it was Pope Paul the 
third admircd, him ; and that he 
was honoured and reſpe&ed by the 


King of Portugal in an extraor- 


dinary manner , and no leſſe by 


| the Vice-Roys of India , by Go-. | 


\ vernours of towns and. Countrys,. 


and by all perſons of note. The 
Partugheſe cyen in Portugal gave

him the name of Apoſtle ; the 
Gentils ſtuck not to give him 
Divine titles ; the Mahometang 
held him for a great Propher ; 
many IcoJatrous Kings called him 
Great Father ; whole towns and 
countries came to meet him. T he 
Miſfioners of the Society , thi 
were deſigned for the Indies 
thought it a Paradiſe to be on 
never io hard enterpriſes , if Saint 
Francis were but there ; ſo little 
did they think of themſclves , to 
enjoy him, Gonzalo Fernandez 
crept vpon his knees toS. Francis 


who knock'd at the door to 


ſpeak with him ; Angero a Iapo- 
nian came from the fartheſt parts 
of the Eaſt to the Ifland of Mos 
' Jucche, above two thouſand wi- 
les, only -to treat with the Saint 
about the affairs of his ſovl : after 
the Saints death a new convertite 


failed 
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failed from Goa to the Caſtle of 
Xavier in Spaine , above fifteen 
thouſand Miles , only to ſee and 
reverence the Chamber S. Francis 
was born in. You ſee how true 
God's promiſe is, and how much 
it is verified in this Great Saint, 
* He that humbleth himſelf shall be 
exalted, 

Let every one refle& vpon this, 
and ſee how he behaveth himſelf 
according to his ſtate , with his 
ſuperiours, with his equals , and 
with his inferiours.

His faſts were very frequent, 
and , had not God particularly in- 
ſpired

ſpired him to vndertake them] 
might be called moſt indiſcreet : 
For he paſſed three,four,and ſome- 
times ſeven days without the leaf 
{ſuſtenance ; Tho his ordinary dict 
might be juſtly called a perpetual 
faſt , as hath been gathered out of 
one of his letters toa friend of his 
wherein he confciles, that he lived 
more like a bird then a man, with 
nothing but water and rice. His 


watchings were continual , ſpend-| 


ing the beſt part of the night in 
prayer. His ſleep and reft ( which 
he even vnwillingly allowed to 
nature ) were rather to torment 
then eaſe him ; for at ſea he lay 
vpon the cables , and at land vpon 
the hard ground or a bed of cords, 
He wore day and night a continual 
bair-ſhirt, He girded himſelf with 
chains riveted with points of iron.

But what wonder he {ſhould 
practi.e theſe moſt cruel mortifi= 


cations in this his office of Apoſtie, 


{cing 
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feing from the firſt moment hy 
begun a perfett life , he accuſt 
me, himſelf to moſt rigid auſte. 
rities> Who is 1gnorant , that t 
ſatiscfie God for Pe to preat nj 
cenefſe and ſpruceneſſe in hi 
cloths , and nimbleneſſe in dan- 
cing, he tyed bis thighs ſo ſtreight 
with little cords , that he was not 
able to breath ; ſo far had he let 
them eat into his fleſh that the 
could not be ſeen ; whereof he 
muſt neceflarily have died , had 
not God moſt miraculouſly cured 
him , whome he had deſigned for 
the Apoſtle of the new world, 
"Every one knows that in the Hoſ- 
pital of Vicenza to get a total 
victory over himſelf he ſucked the 
corruption and matter of a moſt 
peſtiferous & lothſome empoſt- 
hume. And before he ſayd his firſt 


Maſle he ſpent forty days in moſt 
rigid ; 


WAS 
rigid pennance ſhut vp in a little 
Grot cf Mount Celſo within the 
confins of Padoua. Infine theſe 
aſterities were ſo dear tohim that 
he never left them of till his dying 
dy. So that with good reafon he 
might ſay with Saint Paul, * 1 dye 
dayly : and * for thy ſake wee are 
mortificd all the day. 
As God is a moſt juſt rewarder 
of the leaſt thing done for his ſake, 
ſo he did abundantly recompence 
and ſweeten theſe pains of Saint 
Francis with infinite and divine 
conſolations, which his hart not 
not being able to bear, they ap- 
peared even in his very counte= 
nance , ſeeming to be allways in= 
flamed , yet allways cheerfull and 
pleaſant, even in the moſt difficult 
enterpriſes; ſhewing to the world, 
thathe was really in his hart a Citi- 
Zen 
tt, Cor. 15. 31, * Pſal. 43, yer.2;, 
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out, Satis eft Domine, ſatis eſt, It i 
enough , Lord, it ts enough. Begging 
that an end might be put to thoſe 
delights his hart of fleth was vn
